hardy as Oaks and will grow anywhere; insects do not bother them. They . 


are fine to use in combination with Chrysanthemums or as follow-ups for 
Bearded Iris and Oriental Poppies, which at this time of the year leave 


colorless spots in the garden.

ARMERIA - Thrift or Sea-Pink 


Dwarf-growing perennials with grassy leaves and a tufted habit of 
growth. The flowers are borne in globular heads from May until the end 
of July, plants are suitable for edgings to borders and beds and form 
lovely clumps in the rock garden. 

Culture. Grow in dry, sandy soil and sunny position. Plant 6 to 8 inches 
apart in autumn or spring.

Culture. Plants of the perennial species may be planted in autumn or 
spring, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well-drained, good garden soil. The 
biennial strains are best transplanted early in spring; if fall planting 
must be done, protect carefully for the winter. All the kinds described 
will succeed in ordinary soil in sun or in shade. They make a charmina 
effect when grown in masses, and readily reproduce themselves from 
seed.

Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heads directly after they fade, then a second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with 
pale lavender Tulips.

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FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All’ they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 
will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture.

Hardy, herbaceous pererinials with handsome green or variegated foliage, 
and lily-like flowers borne on graceful spikes. The ovate, cordate, or 
lance-shaped leaves grow in tufted form. Excellent plants for growing in 
sunny -or partially shady borders on the margins of water or as edgings 
to beds and walks. 


Culture. Funkias require to be grown in a rich, well-manured soil. The 
variegated kinds are best grown in partial shade. The others will suc- 
ceed in sunny borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. 
Subcordata should be grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall 
or early spring, six inches apart. 


Coerulea lanceolata Three $1.45, Doz. $4.50, 100 $20.00 
Broad green leaves; blue flowers from July to August. 
Glauca Each 65c, Three $1.65, Doz. $5.25, 100 $25.00 


A very fine species with large blue-gray leaves. It develops into a stately, 
handsome foliage plant for the open border and is superb in shady places.

Ordinary light or medium soil and a sunny position will suit 
these plants admirably. They should be grown in groups on the margins 
of borders or in the rockery. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 12 inches. 
apart. Once established do not disturb, then they will grow and flower 
with great freedom, and produce a pretty effect the entire summer.

They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
; Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

If planted in fall it is well to 
protect them carefully for the winter.

Deciduous 
species are better in full sun. All evergreen varieties are best in light 
shade. Plant in fall or spring.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satistactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

These new Canna hybrids have immense trusses with individual flowers as large and larger than 
those of Gladioli. May we suggest that you plant a few of these in your flower border to give added 
color or possibly a plant or two in a sunny spot against a fence or the house and be sure to grow 


some in tubs for terrace or roof garden decoration.

Asters are the glory of the garden in August and September, just when good flowers for cutting and 
garden display are wanted in masses.

FLOWERING ALMONDS, PLUMS AND PEACHES 


Among the Flowering Prunes are several handsome shrubs called variously: Flowering Plums, 
Flowering Cherries, Flowering Almonds and Flowering Peaches. They are so well known that they 


do not need any introduction. They are very hardy. 


FLOWERING PEACHES 


The general habit of all is much the same, the main difference being 
in color of flowers and time of blooming. They should be very severely 
pruned every year as soon as they have finished blooming and before 
growth starts. Cutting them for decoration accomplishes the same _ pur- 
pose and is highly beneficial but should be completed as soon as flowers 
are gone. All growth of the previous season should be cut back to about 
8 inches. Don’t touch them in the fall as that is simply cutting off 
potential flowers. 

Spring planting only is recommended except in localities where tem- 
peratures do not go below 10 degrees of frost.

SULFUR INJURES VIBURNUMS 


A light application of dusting sulfur to the foliage of Viburnum 
Carlesi will cause black spots to develop on the leaves. The leaves 
will drop within a few days after the spotting appears. Plants of this 
variety which may be growing near a Rose garden are often so severely 
injured that they may be defoliated by drifting sulfur dust intended for 
the control of black spot on Roses. Sprays of wettable sulfur will cause 
the same type of injury. 

It is suggested that whenever a fungicide is necessary for the con- 
trol of leaf spot on all kinds of Viburnums, copper rather than sulfur 
should be applied as a control measure. Care should always be taken 
not to let sulfur dust or sulfur spray intended for other plants drift 
onto Viburnums.

Much of the charm of English homes and gardens is due to the liberal use of vines. Unsightly 
buildings, raw corners, crude fences, old posts and stumps, unsightly rock piles, are all easily trans- 
formed into points of beauty and interest when covered with a vine of some sort.

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THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is ag much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical. to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an 
abundance of blooms. 


All our Wisterias have flowered in the nursery before they are sold.
